In 1949 elections were due. 
Col. Arana, who had remained 
wise to the Communist plans, 
and who did not trust them, was 
assassinated. Their strength then 
elected Arbenz. 

Their next step was public or- 
ganization of a Communist 
party—‘“Vanguardia Demo 
cratia.” Land reform became 
their major slogan—since they 
knew Arbenz himself planned it. 
The landowners opposed bitterly. 

Land reform was declared. 

The Communists asked for the 
arduous job of going into the 
country to see what the Indians 
wanted. They thus became—as 
far as the Indians are concerned 
—the men who “gave land to the 
poor.” The Indians give to the 
Communist agents a great rev- 
erence, and also their votes.

The giant auto maker, world's 
largest manufacturing concern, 
said its sales of $10,027,985,482 
compared with $7,549,154,419 in 
1952, the previous hig‘: for General 
Motors or any other company. 

However, its profit of $598,119,478 
was only its third highest, being 
eclipsed by the net income of 


$656,434,232 in 1949 and the record 
high of $834,044,039 in 1950. But it 
remained the biggest money-maker 
in American industry, topping 
1953 earnings of 553 million re- 
ported by Standard Oil of New 
Jersey and the 491 million for the 
American Telephone & Telegraph

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Has GOP Decided 
Who’s Party Chief? 


The Eisenhower administration has 
acted with commendable speed, this time 
apparently backed by the GOP National 
Committee, to take the spotlight away 
from Sen. McCarthy. 


In doing so, the administration actual- 
ly is proceeding as suggested by Adlai 
Stevenson in his splendid Miami Beach 
speech. The Democratic leader clearly 
pinpointed the GOP confusion brought 
about by division and confusion within the 
party and by Sen.*McCarthy's open chal- 
lenges to the President. 


McCarthy, with his usual arrogance, 
tried to grab the ball. As he did once be 
fore, he demanded free network time to 
answer Stevenson for himself and for the 
party. The last time he did so, he de- 
fended McCarthy and attacked the GOP 
administration. 

This time the administration will do its 
own answering, which is as it should be. 
Vice President Nixon has been chosen by 
the President to serve as administration 
and party spokesman. 

Those who are accusing the Democrats 
of attempting to fan Republican disunity 
and to divide the party further are slight- 
ly off base. The fact is the wide cleavage 
has reached the point that only the most 
determined action by the President him- 
self can restore party direction to the head 
of the GOP, who also happens to be Chief 
Executive of the nation. 

The Stevenson speech was not an at- 
tack on Sen. McCarthy as an individual. 
It was, however, a blistering exposure of 
apparent GOP and administration surren- 
der to McCarthyism, an age-old political 
tactics with a new name that is as un- 
American as any other totalitarian meth- 
od. McCarthyism has hit at the present 
administration just as hard as it did the 
Truman regime. 

Under such a set of circumstances, the 
GOP had to accept the challenge. Had its 
chosen spokesman been Sen. McCarthy, 
the action would have been an admission 
of the.Stevenson charges as well as final 
surrender of party leadership to McCarthy 
himself. 

Further appeasement of McCarthy will 
not heal the breach in GOP ranks. Quite 
the contrary. The nation can be thankful 
that the Eisenhower administration at 
long last shows signs that it has learned 
that lesson. This is further revealed by the 
speech yesterday of Sen. Ralph Flanders 
from the rock-ribbed Republican state of 
Vermont. He accused McCarthy of trying 
to shatter the Republican Party and set 
up his own personal party of ‘‘McCar- 
thyism.”

Excise Rate Schedules 
Do Need a Revision 


When this nation was actively en- 
gaged in war, first in World War II, then 
in Korea, Congress levied various excise 
taxes with two purposes in mind. One ob- 
jective was to raise revenue. To do that 
a stiff tax was put on luxury items, furs, 
perfume and jewelry included. 

The other goal was to discourage ci- 
vilian use of communication and trans- 
portation lines. You remember when the 
posters asked, “Is this trip necessary?” 

Phone calls, telegrams and transporta- 


tion tickets have been subject to tax 
since. 


Now the Congress considers a. reduc- 
tion in those taxes. The House today 
probably will approve a measure leaving 
the tax but cutting the rate to as low as 
10 per cent. 


Walter George, ranking Democrat 
on the Senate Finance Committee, has so 
indicated. The senior Georgia senator 
sees a chance that the Senate may un- 
dercut the House on some items. He fa- 
vors selective reduction, that is, a reduc- 
tion of the excise on items where the re- 
sulting price reduction might encourage 
buying. He cites the automotive vehicle 
industry as one possible beneficiary of an 
excise tax reduction. 


A satisfactory compromise can and 
should be worked out. 

The nation still needs revenue. The 
luxury item buyers can afford to help pro- 
duce it. Let's leave the excise where it 
is on luxuries. But let's cut it where the 
decrease will give the consumer a break 
and help business. 

That phone call may not be any more 
necessary than it was in 1944. Nor may 
the train, plane or bus ride be a “must.” 
But at least the lines are not so busy now 
they can't handle it. 

The prohibitory taxes shoyld come 
down—or off.

Farm Income Decline 


Smaller Than Expected 


Thirty-seven of the 48 states registered 
declines in cash farm income during 1953, 
ranging from Nevada's 25.8 per cent to 
North Dakota's less than 1 per cent. De- 
cline throughout the nation was approxi- 
mately 4.3 per cent, according to the U.S. 
Department of Commerce. 

As far as cash income is concerned, 
Georgia farmers did not fare so badly. 
Cash returns from marketings were off 
only 2.5 per cent, which leaves agricul- 
ture in a relatively healthy condition. 

This figure, of course, has nothing to do 
with profits. Price declines continued in 
most fields, but the volume of sales made 
up the difference. The price-cost squeeze 
took its toll and farmers wound up the 
year with less profits than the year before. 

Cash income from crop. products 
dropped from $391,966,000 in 1952 to 
$375,199,000 in 1953. This was offset by 
increases in livestock and other agricul- 
tural products. 

The Georgia farmer is still in the best 
shape to weather whatever storms are in 
store for him than at any time in this cen- 
tury.

Bar Group Sees Danger 
Of Legal Wire-Tapping 


Good judgment and a consideration for 
basic human rights prevailed among the 
House of Delegates of the American Bar 
Association meeting in Atlanta when the 
group refused to endorse legiskation that 
would legalize wire-tapping. : 

United with the rest of us in a desire to 
protect this nation from within and with- 
out, the Bar Association delegates see the 
greater danger of invasion of man's pri- 
vacy and of trespass upon his free- 
dom as an American. 

That danger is inherent in legalized 
wire-tapping. Sen. Wayne Morse pointed 
it out to the group in a minority report 
labeling wire-tapping a “police state” 
method. Unscrupulous police could de- 
lete, splice and edit tape recordings so as 
to give as evidence conversations entire- 
ly out of context. 

We can protect America without the 
adoption of a device especially amen- 
able to the ways of dictatorship. We can 
guard our liberties under the same bill of 
rights which has seen us through times 
equally as critical as those we face today. 

America will come nearer staying free 
if we leave eavesdropping to the party 
line. And we don't mean the one that 
emanates from Moscow!

High Coffee Prices 


Based on Future Fears 


The outstanding fact brought out so far by. 


the various investigations of high coffee prices 
is that there is no shortage of coffee. 

The increase in prices occurred after the 
coffee had left the hands of producers and is 
based on a fear of a future shortage, not on a 
shortage actually in existence. 

This discovery explains why some brands of 
coffee have increased greatly in price and others 
have stood still. The situation is that dealers 
willing to sell on the basis of what they paid for 
coffee have not advanced prices, while those 
who want to profit now by increases they ex- 
pect later have raised prices sharply. 

The consuming public has two remedies. 
They can patronize only those dealers who have 
raised prices very little, if any, or they can re- 
duce their use of coffee. Apparently, eith 
remedy will do the job. ‘

1920's after we had refused to enter the League of Nations created 
after the First World War. Washington reflected then an atmosphere of

The League failed, eventually. 
Our membership and_ support 
might have saved it and might, in- 
deed, in the view of ‘some his- 
torians, also have saved Europe 
from the confusion and the rise 
of dictators that exploded in the 
Second World War.

Luckily, that was rejected by 
the Senate, though a motion is 
pending to bring it up again. But 
the spirit of ‘‘Brickerism’’ still 
permeates attitudes and thinking 
about the Senate. This was brought 
out clearly in a little scene in a 
room at the capitol this week when 
Secretary of Labor Mitchell ap- 
peared to answer questions about 
his department's budget before the 
Appropriations Subcommittee on 
Labor and Welfare. 

The matter of a modest $25,000 
item for expenses of our delegates 
to the International Labor Organi- 


zation at Geneva came up. That- 


was seized by Sen. Dirksen (Rep., 
Ill.), one of the promoters of the 
Bricker amendment, for a lecture 
on the dangers of our representa- 
tives sitting down with representa- 
tives of other nations and agreeing 
to conventions affecting labor and 
protection of workers.

She is Merrilee Smith. 
Since her growing up days in 
Americus, Merrilee’s dancing 
toes have taken her into the 
Ballet Russe, the New York City 
Center Ballet Company and 
Washington Ballet Company.

They receive 
no pay.
